FO the collector who has a general knowledge and idea of the 
various methods of printing and engraving, the study and under- 
standing of many small points with regards to his stamps is a much 


more simple matter.

Pocket Pall” is filled with vital informa- 
tion for every printer. Much of it is of 
interest to stamp collectors for it roughly 
explains the various methods of printing 
and engraving and other processes in use 
today and since many of these processes 
are used in the production of postage 
stamps, the stamp :ollector can glean 
much of interest from this little booklet.

our readers. Postage 
stamps are produced today by 
most of these processes and there 
are of course some stamps that 
have been produced by other 
methods, such as the typewriter 
stamps of Uganda, the blue print 
Baden Powell stamps of Cape of 
Good Hope and other issues pro- 
duced by different methods. 

In these articles we shall make 
references to certain stamps which 
might have been or could be pro- 
duced by the particular method 
under discussion in each example 
we will give. We shall discuss 
only the printing method and no 
other part of stamp production in 
these articles. 

Some of the matter will be 
quoted from “Tke Pocket Pal” 
and further explanation given to 
more closely identify the method 
with printing processes. 

The...most .common.. form. of 
printing today and that which has 
been in universal use since before 
the invention of movable type is 
known as “Letterpress Printing.” 

“The term “letterpress” print- 
ing from raised surfaces, as dis- 
tinguished from printing from 
plane surfaces or intaglio (sunk- 
en) surfaces. Thus the letterpress 
process of printing encompasses 
the work of a great many types of 
printing presses. For purposes of 
general classification these types 
may be roughly classified into 
four chief groups: (a) Platen 


Presses, (b) Flat Bed (cylinder) 
Presses, (c) Rotary Presses, and 
(d) Web (newspaper) Presses. 


Some of these classifications may 
overlap; for insiance, a rotary 
press may also be a web press, i. 
e., paper fed fror ~« roll in a con- 
tinuous. strip. The last three 
groups may be either one color 
or multi-color.” 
The commonest of the above is 
the Platen Press. We will discuss 
only this press in this article and 
mention a few stamps which are 
typical of such stamps as might 
be printed on a platen press. 
THE PLATEN PRESS 
“An exact definition of the 
word “platen” is—‘fa machine 
whereby the impression is ob- 
tained by bringing two flat sur- 
faces together.” The first presses 
to be used employed this principle 
—a sheet of paper being labor- 
iously impressed against the 
form. From Gutenberg’s time 
down to the’ oresent, this prin- 
ciple has been consistenly and 
successfully used and today there 
are many new fast automatic 
platen presses being. used.” 
“A platen press is one in which 
the form is placed in a vertical 
position against the bed of the 
press, where it is held securely 
by a close clamp. There are two

Current Italian Postage stamps 
overprinted by the Allied Mili- 


tary Government. Overprint 
reads “GOVERNO MILITARE 
ALLEATO”, These are United 


States, Occupation Issues. 


Allied Military Gov't. 
Surcharges The Current 
Italian Postage Stamps 


At the top of this column is an 
enlarged picture of one of the 
current Italian Postage Stamps 
with a surcharge as applied by 
the Allied Military Government 
in Italy. This stamp with copies 
of two others were submitted by 
Mr. BE. L. Bayer of the Penny 
Black Stamp Company of New 
York. Since the overprint is the 
same on all three stamps we see 
no reason for illustrating more 
than the one value and have 
made -this in a large picture so 
that it can be more clearly ex- 
amined. 

The stamp is Scotts number 
217, the other two stamps are 
numbers 220 and 221. All of 
these stamps are from the Italy 
issue of 1929 which is apparent- 
ly still in general use and if you 
will examine your catalogue you 
will note that this is the Tast 
general issue of normal small 
size stamps that was issued by 
Italy. 

Much has been issued since 
then, but all others are of the 
Pictorial and commemorative sets 
which were for limited issue and 
use. It is therefore probable that 
the entire 1929 set, numbers 213 to 
231 will appear ‘vith this over- 
print and it is also probable that 
any other postage stamps of any 
kind now current in Italy w*'l be 
go overprinted or overprinted in 
some other manner for the rea- 
son for these overprints should 
be clear and evident to any col- 
lector. 

As the Allied Armies march 
up through Italy, destruction has 
preceded them and destruction in 
time of war has no respect for 
Post offices or other government’ 
buildings and as a result it has 
been found that quantities of 
stamps have come into posses- 
sion of individuals who could rig 
up a very handsome “black mar- 
ket” by disposing of these stamps 
for postal use. To prevent any 
such situation it is necessary that 
either new stamps be produced 
or that the existing stocks of the 
stamps in current use _ be sur- 
charged and marked as of the Al- 
lied Military Government. 

It is for this reason that these 
stamps appear and more of other 
varieties and values may be ex- 
pected where a similar situation 
arises. 

It should be clearly evident 
now that collectors in this coun- 
try are going to have a sweet 
time when they try to get these 
issues after the war to com- 
plete their collections of our own 
countries’ occupation issues. 

It would seem however, know- 
ing the frugality of the Italian

if This Had Happened 
There Would Nof Be 
Any Stamp Collectors 


In the first years of the use of 
postage stamps, the greatest wor- 
ry of the postal officials was that 
in sgme manner the stamps could 
be used again, defrauding the 
postal revenues. In one _ report 
made at that time. one scheme 
was suggested to stop this, to gum 
only half of the stamp, allowing 
the canceling clerk to tear off 
half of the stamp. Another sug- 
gested that the letter be placed 
on some suitable support. and a 
rougtt file be used to obliterate 
the stamp. 

In some instances the treatment 
was so harsh as to damage the 
mail. One proposed to place a 
thread under the stamp which 
could be pulled up and tear the 
stamp in half, But the prize of all 
was the one that was described by 
its inventor as “a very simpl. de- 
vice.” It consisted of only one 
cutter, two springs, three gears 
for driving fly wheels, and four 
fly-wheels for driving three or 
more circular saws for “scratch- 
ing off the surface of the stamps.” 

Certain it is that there was no 
thought given to the poor stamp 
collector during all this phase of 
stamps.

@as we have been told, two differs 


ent sheets were «printed at the 
same time and the proper sequence 
of printing would lead one to bee 
lieve that the Austrian and Al- 
banian stamps were printed at 
the same time. The plate for four 
panes of 50 stamps each was made 
up of two top panes for Albania 
and two bottom panes for Ause 
tria. The finding of the double 
on the Albanian stamp was suffi- 
cient reason to believe that a simie 
lar double occurred on the Aus- 
trian stamp. This of course all 
based on our theory that these 
doubles came from a printing ec- 
centricity. We are now more than 
ever convinced that our explana- 
tion of the way in which these 
doubles have occurred is the pro- 
per solution of this question. 
When the Albanian stamp was 
submitted to us, the finder stated 
that it was double printed on the 
fourth row from the left edge of 
the sheet. A careful examination 
showed faint traces of double 
printing on the fifth row also. We 
saw only a block of eight stamps 
from the right edge of the sheet 
so have no_ knowledge as to 
whether there might be traces of 
the doubling on any other rows 
in the sheet but do not believe 
there is as we have called the ate 
tention of the finder to this mat- 
ter and apparently the doubling 
started on the fourth row and 
worked itself out after making a 
slight doubling on the fifth row 
of the sheet which would be a

enable him to make some decisions 
as regards his own coilection that 
will be helpful. 

Considering that we are limiting 
this collection to the Patriotic 
Seals and Poster Stamps of the 
world war, we must first hold to 
this plan and not get the collec- 
tion cluttered up with other items. 
which if you wish to save should 
be put into another group. 

Last week we illustrated a cou- 
ple seals of pre-war vintage 
which certainly belong in a col- 
lection of the kind we are talk- 
ing about and any other similar 
label or seal should be added. 

Some collectors will argue that 
a collection of seals such as we 
are considering should be on cov- 
er, that is on current envelopes 
from today’s mail. In such form 
they are of course attractive and 
tie in with cancellation dates that 
clearly mark their period of use, 
yet such a method of collection has 
its drawbacks and also its incon- 
sistencies for the reason that it 
takes a heap of room to house 
such a collection and then on the 
other hand the mere fact that you 
have a seal or label on a cover 
of today’s date is no indication 
that the seal was placed on the 
cover and went thru the mail for 
anyone can acquire thousands of 
envelopes used today and stick on 
to them any seals they may have, 
thus manufacturing such covers to 
supply any demand. 

I would not urge destruction of 
covers with particularly choice 
seals, for some such can be used 
to add spice to any collection. 
On the other hand if one re- 
stricts his collection to covers, it 
is going to be a very limited col- 
lection for altho there are many 
thousands of some of the seals 
issued, it is seldom that they are 
found on covers, thus if one wants 
a real collection, we would rec- 
ommend collecting them as you 
collect stamps. Take all you can 
get off cover, mount them as you 
mount stamps and add nice cov- 
ers when opportunity offers. 

As pointed out above, no seal 
on cover is any guaranteece of 
anything, not even that it was 
so used. Certainly any collection 
of Patriotic or other covers of]- 
this war or any collection of any 
thing of a philatelic nature as- 
sociated with this war will not

Such a 
collection is certain to have a fu- 
ture value arid the time to make 
such a collection is now.

VARIOUS PROCESSES IN 
POSTAGE STAMP PRINTING 
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distinct types, one known as the 
“clamshell,” in which the platen 
rocks up against the form, the 
other, known as the “sliding plat- 
en”or the “universal” type, is a 
press in which the platen is first 
positioned parallel with the. bed 
then drawn up against it. This 
type of press delivers the impres- 
sion on the sheet after it is fed 
to the flat surface called the plat- 
en, whence the press gets the 
name, platen press.” 


In the illustration, the bed of 
the press is that part in which 
you can see the type form, this 
type form is locked in a “chase,” 
placed in the bed of the press, the 
ink rollers which are shown at the 
top of the picture move down 
over the type, ink it between each 
impression, The platen is the ver- 
tical piece about to close up 
against the type form. The paper 
to be printed is fed on to this 
platen which lays back in a nearly 
horizontal position or at an angle 
of 30 to 45 degrees, after the im- 
pression is made, the press feeder 
removes the printed sheet and 
places in another sheet of paper at 
the same time for another print- 
ing. 

REGULATING THE SQUEEZE 

“Because of the ability of platen 
presses to regulate the amount of 
“squeeze” these presses are eX~- 
tremely versatile in the work they 
produce. From the simplest one 
color form, to fine-register, pro- 
cess color work, this type of 
press may be used. Material to 
be printed upon may vary from 
the thinnest paper stock to heavy 
cardboard. These presses are 
made in various sizes and the 
large and stronger presses may 
also be used for embossing, 
stamping, die-cutting and creasing 
as well as for metallic leaf lay- 
ing.’ 


Presses of this type starting 
with the smallest sizes as those 
offered for sale to children, range 
in size up to about 15 x 20 inches, 
that means the size of the sheet of 
paper that can be printed on 
— thus they have their lim- 
its. 


Examples of stamps that might 
most naturally have been print- 
ed on platen presses are almost 
any of the type set stamps in the 
catalog. The most of the Sonora 
issues of Mexico, numbers 321 to 
346, 394 to 413. Number 369 was 
printed on a platen press, a press 
known as a 12x18 Golding Press. 
I am able to make this statement 
because I myself, printed this 
stamp. 


Perhaps most of the surcharges 
on postage stamps were printed 
on platen presses for it is logical 
to believe that these surcharges 
were applied to sheets of 100 or 
thereabout and the logical press 
on which to make these surchar- 
ges would be a platen press. 


The great majority of printed 
precancels of United States 
stamps, not including the Bureau 
Prints, are printed on platen 
presses. Some of these which ap- 
pear to be of this type are print- 
ed on machines similar to the 
multigraph which have printing 
attachments. I was told some 
years ago that the Toledo, Ohio, 
precancels were produced by this 
method. 


Such stamps as the Kangaroo 
issues of Australia could be print- 
ed on platen presses, but it is 
most probable that they were 
printed on another type of flat 
bed press in larger sheets than 
could be printed on a platen press. 
In our next article we will dis- 
cuss and explain the flat-bed cy- 
linder presses.

More reliable than this are the 
softer shades of the Johnson print- 
ings, and the numerals in the oval 
band which are larger and less 
regularly formed than in the Cen- 
tral printings. The 1893 stamps 
were printed by Central until July 
1, 1895, when the firm of Christian 
Knudsen took over. Here too the 
shape of the small numerals is 
a guide, but with used stamps the 
date of cancellation tells the story 
of both issues (1882 and 1893.) 

When the government at Stock- 
holm took over the printing of 
Swedish stamps in 1920, there 
begar. a period that is filled with 
interest for the stamp student. 
The subject of these issues has 
been covered clearly and in great 
detail of Arthur Rydquist in the 
American Philatelist (republish- 
ed as an A. P. S. Handbook.) Two 
gauges of pe.forations, four ma- 
jor varieties of paper and half a 
dozen minor ones, and several 
shades of almost all values and 
colors make this a far richer field 
than Scott’s 6€ major varieties— 
and of late the numerous minor 
ones—would indicate.

YOU COULD WRITE AN EDITORIAL ABOUT IT 

A Boston Attorney writes under date of December 28 and says: 
“I read your editorials with pleasure each week. I like a man who 
is not efraid to speak out. You could write an editorial about dealers 
in Boston and elsewhere asking from $6.75 to $12.00 a set for the 
new Curacao Prisoners of war set which has just 
come out at a cost of $2.54 at the postoffice.” 


Yes, the gentleman is probably right as to cost, 
but now the Postoffice has none and every dealer 
who tried to get a supply to sell to his customers, 
and which he would have been ready and willing 
to sell at from $3.00 to $5.00 per set, a reasonable 
profit, got only about 20 per cent of the total num- 
ber of sets that he had ordered. One set for every 
five customers. 
vertised these stamps in advance and took orders 
at a fixed price is obliged to suffer a probable loss 
because he will fill his orders to the extent of his 
stock and will be obliged to write four letters for 

Geo. W. Linn every order he fills, telling the customer why he 
can not supply the stamps and refund his money. 

In the case of the dealer who did not advertise the stamps in 
advance, we can only feel that this dealer has every right to ask any 
price he may see fit for the stamps he was able to get. That is a 
chance this dealer took, withholding offers of the stamps until he 
secured his supply and in event the supply had been sufficient, this 
dealer would have had a difficult time in disposing of his supply 
while the dealer who offered them in advance would have had his 





supply sold. 


If there be dealers who did advertise these stamps at a fixed 
price and then refused to fill advanced orders to the extent of his 
available stock, we can only condemn such dealers as such practices 
are not right and should not meet with approval from anyone. 

Such situations as this are created by the countries that issue 
the stamps as in this case. We know of no remedy for the matter so 
long as collectors will insist on buying such stamps. Our Boston At- 
torney might try getting out an injunction but we doubt if that 


would help. 


Even should the publishers of the Scott catalog adopt a policy 
whereby they would refuse to recognize and catalogue stamps which 
were not on General sale for at least a definite period of time in 
order that all demands could be met, we are certain that this would 
have no effect on the matter and that collectors would still eagerly 


scramble for such issues. 


There is no remedy, other than the individual collectors own 
choice to collect and buy what he wants and we do not think that 
there will ever be enough refusal to buy on the part of any group 
of collectors to affect any\stamp issue, no matter how rotten it 


may be.

As I briefly mentioned last week, 
there are three new air routes re- 
cently authorized in Texas. 

First of all, Braniff Airways, 
Inc., have been authorized to add 
Austin, Texas, to AM-50 as a new 
point between Houston and San 
Antonio, Those of you who have 
been following this column know 

. that I predicted this flight almost 
two years ago. The date of the 
flighi is somewhat questionable, 
since service on the San Antonio- 
Houston leg of AM-50 has been 
suspended for over a year due to 
a lack of equipment. However, I 
would suggest sending your cov- 
ers out soon, since the flight may 
take place sooner than is expect- 

d 


ed. 

Next, Continental Air Lines, 
Inc., were given a new extension 
of AM-29 from Hobbs, New Mex- 
ico, to San Antonio, Texas, via 
Midland, Texas; Big Spring, Tex- 
as; and San Angelo, Texas. The 
actual western terminal of this 
route, however, is not Hobbs but 
El Paso, Texas; thus making the 
new route an El Paso-£ 1 An- 
tonio route. Service over this 
route probably will not be inaug- 
urated for quite some time be- 
cause (1) the army has to author- 
ize the beginning of service over 
all new routes and (2) the car- 
rier does not have sufficient 
planes right now. So, it will be 
at least a few months before the 
first flights come off. This is a 
temporary route and the permit 





for it expires three years from the 
date on which service is inaug- 
urated. 


The third new route is AM-64, 
and is being operated by a new 
carrier, Essair, Inc., of Dallas, 
Texas. AM-64 is from Houston to 
Amarillo via Austin, San Angelo, 
Abilene, and Lubbock (all in the 
state of Texas). This is also a 
temporary route and its permit 
expires on December 31, 1946. 
Essair’s new route is not a reg- 
ular route; but is considered a 
feeder route, the first such route 
to be authorized ‘n this country. 
The purpose of this route is to 
bring air transportation to smaller 
cities and to connect these cities 
with the regular airline routes at 
larger cities. Essair will connect 
with TWA and Braniff Airways 
at Amarillo, with American Air- 
lines at Abilene, with Continent- 
al Airlines at San Angelo, with 
Braniff at Austin and with Bran- 
if* and Eastern Airlines at Hous- 
ton. The type of plane to be used 
on this feeder route is somewhat 
smaller than the regular transport 
(21 passenger) planes, and the 
company is restricted in that each 
schedule must serve every inter- 
mediate point on the route. This 
means that there cannot be any 
express or non-stop service which 
would compete with a regular 
carrier, I have no idea when this 
route will be inaugurated, but I’m 
going to find out, and will give 
further information as soon as I 
get it. 

At the same time, the Civil 
aeronautics Board denied Braniff 
and TWA routes which would be 
about the same as Essair’s, and 












Savannah (Ga.); and Raleigh, 
North Carolina, was added to 
AM-5 between Richmond and 
Charlotte. Durham, North Caro- 
lina is also served through the 
Raleigh Airport. There were no 
first flight cachets applied to 
these covers. Full information 
about cancels, backstamps, etc., 
will appear in a few weeks. 


Effective December 23rd; the 
Philadelphia, Pa., Airport was 
closed to transport operations. 
This was due to heavy military 
and C. A. P. activity at this air- 
port. Philadelphia was served by 
United Airlines (AM-1); TWA 
(AM-2); Eastern Airlines (AM-5 
& AM-); American Airlines 
(AM-23); and the pickup route 
of All-American Aviation (AM- 
49F). Service is not expected to 
be resumed for at least six 
months. 

Due to the suspension of ser- 
vice on AM-51, Eastern Airlines 
were recently given permission 
to serve Greensboro and Winston 
Salem; N. Car., on the same 
flights of AM-5. A restriction was 
in effect prohibiting the company 
from serving both of these points 
on the same flight.

natural result of the printing 
method and feeding of the sheet 
into the press. 


Since Mr. Vestal has reported 
his double Austria we have writ- 
ten him and asked him to take 
another look at the stamps and 
see if his stamps do not also show 
a trace of double in the fifth row. 
At this time we have not had a 
reply but hope to add a note at 
the end of this article before it 
goes to press, either confirming 
or denying our belief that his 
block will also show traces of 
doubling in the fifth row. 


Mr. Vestal states that the sheet 
was broken up into five blocks of 
ten before the doubling was noted 
and that the five blocks are in 
the hands of five different men. 


We now have found the Norway, 
the Albania, the Luxemburg and 
the Austrian stamp with double 
print. If our theory as to which 
stamps were printed together holds 
good, we may some day hear of 
finds of double prints in the 
Czechoslovakia and the Nether- 
lands stamps. It is for this rea- 
son that we urge collectors to put 
every copy they handle under a 
glass and look for such a double. 


The question has been raised 
as to why doubles are found in 
the names only and not in the 
black or other colors of these 
stamps. Our opinion is that there 
is a definite printing eccentricity 
that has brought this about. We 
use the word eccentricity for lack 
of a better one to make our mean- 
ing clear. Perhaps some day we 
may get a thorough explanation 
of these stamps from the produ- 
cers. 

There is thus far one peculiar- 
ity about these doubles that re- 
quires an explanation also and 
that is the difference in the Nor- 
way doubles and the other three. 
In the former, the doubling seems 
to have pretty well covered the 
entire sheet while in the other 
three, the doubling seems to have 
been confined almost wholly to a 
vertical row running the length 
of the full sheets of four panes of 
50 stamps as printed, with a slight 


of stamps to the right of the clear- 
ly double printed ones. 

For the time being we seem to 
have exhausted this subject for all 
of the stamps are now in issue 
and no more may be found, altho 
collectors should keep a careful 
watch for these or other possible 
varieties which may or could 
readily come from this method of 
printing.
